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EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

1 . An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided 
by 37 CFR 1 .312.

Authorization for this examiner's amendment was given in a telephone interview 
with Jared B Scholz on 12/17/2009. 

Claims 1, 3-7, 15, 17, 32, and 44 are amended. 

Claim 1 is changed from "A recording medium storing an executable data 
structure for managing reproduction by a reproduction apparatus... if the field identifies 
that changing reproduction paths is permitted" to "An optical disk storing a data 
structure for managing reproduction by a reproduction apparatus... if the field identifies 
that changing reproduction paths is permitted." 

The recording medium is claims 3-7, 15, 17, 32, and 44 are amended to the 
optical disk. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The present invention is directed to an optical disk storing a data structure for 
managing reproduction by a reproduction apparatus of video data having multiple 
reproduction paths. Each independent claim identifies the uniquely distinct features " the 
entry point map includes path change information for managing changing of 
reproduction paths bv the reproducing apparatus ", " the path change information having 
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a plurality of fields, each field associated with at least one of the plurality of entry 
points ", and " the path change information include a field for identifying whether 
changing reproduction paths is permitted or not in relation to the associated entry point 
and another field for identifying where changing reproduction path is permitted in 
relation to the associated entry point, the another field identifying an entry point in a 
current reproduction path where changing reproduction paths is permitted if the field 
identifies that changing reproduction paths is permitted. " The closest prior arts, Kikuchi 
et al. (5,870,523), Tsumagari et al. (US 6,480,669 B1), and Kato et al. (US 7,477,833 
B2) disclose the conventional optical disk for storing a data structure managing 
reproduction of video data, either singularly or in combination, fail to anticipate or render 
the above underlined limitations obvious.
